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An act of brutal and 
unprovoked violence 

Man accused of murdering his heavily pregnant ex-girlfriend and 
killing her unborn child in frenzied attack fuelled by drink and drugs 


A MAN lured his heavily preg¬ 
nant ex-fiancee to her death by 
saying “I’ve got a surprise for 
you” before brutally killing her 
and their unborn baby, a court 
heard this week. 

Tony McLernon sent Eystna 
Blunnie a text message telling her 
to meet him in Howard Way, 
Chelmsford Crown Court heard. 

But when the heavily pregnant 
20-year-old met him in the early 
hours of June 27 last year, unem¬ 
ployed McLernon, fuelled by alco¬ 
hol and cannabis, forced her to 
the ground where he repeatedly 
kicked and stamped on her, pros¬ 
ecutor Andrew Jackson said. 

“It was an act of brutal, sus¬ 
tained and wholly unprovoked 
violence,” Mr Jackson added. “He 
knew he was not only killing her 
but their unborn child as well.” 

Residents living near the scene 
of the alleged attack, just minutes 
from Ms Blunnie’s home, heard 
her “horrific” screams and the 
impact of the blows, the court 
heard. 

Ms Blunnie, who was due to give 
birth within days, was later found 
in a pool of blood with more than 
50 separate head and facial inju- 
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ries. She died later the same day 
in hospital. 

A post-mortem examination 
showed she had suffered a severe 
brain injury as the result of 
repeated blows, while her baby 
died from starvation of vital oxy¬ 
gen. 

After the killings, McLernon hid 
in nearby woodlands and sent a 
text message to his father in which 
he said “I’m scared”. 

He later spoke to his dad on the 
phone and told him: “I think I’ve 
killed Eystna”, the court heard. 

McLernon (24), of North Grove, 
Harlow, denies murdering Ms 
Blunnie and a charge of child 
destruction by wilfully causing 


the death of an unborn child. 

A series of text messages, sent by 
McLernon to friends and family, 
were read to the court. 

In one, sent on June 23, he wrote: 
“I ****** swear bro, I’m going to 
knife Eystna soon, she’s proper 
ruining my relationship.” 

In other messages sent to his 
cousin, he claimed that Ms 
Blunnie had been contacting his 
new partner. 

“I’m sure I’m going prison 
Monday, my ex is proper trying to 
ruin my relationship with my new 
girl,” he added. 

Earlier he had sent a message to 
Ms Blunnie telling her she “would 
not last or make it through her 
pregnancy”. 

The couple had been together 
since April 2011 and got engaged 
three months later. 

In October, Ms Blunnie told 
McLernon she was pregnant with 
his child but they broke up the fol¬ 
lowing year after Ms Blunnie, a 
catering student and barmaid, 
made complaints to police that he 
had been abusing her. 

Mr Jackson told jurors: “It was a 
relationship marked by control-

Harlow homelessness falling 

THE number of Flarlow households in 
temporary accommodation has dropped 
significantly since 2005, according to 
new figures from homelessness charity 
Shelter. 

Eight years ago 667 Flarlow households 
were living in temporary accommodation 
- a number that had dropped to 135 by 
last year. 

Flarlow MP Robert Halfon said: “I am 
hugely grateful for the work of local 
charities such as Street2Flomes and the 
Chocolate Run, who do so much to 
provide support for homeless people. 

“No family should face the threat of 
homelessness or endless stays in short¬ 
term accommodation. These statistics 
are moving in the right direction, but 
more needs to be done.” 


Fine for public order offence 

A HARLOW man was given a fixed 
penalty notice after committing a 
public order offence in Bishop’s 
Stortford town centre on Friday. 

The 20-year-old man was in Potter 
Street at around 11.15pm on February 
15 when he was seen by police 
officers to use threatening words and 
abusive language. 


ECFRS in deep fat fire warning 

ESSEX County Fire & Rescue Service is 
using National Chip Week to urge people 
to put safety first when cooking at home. 
Last year, six per cent of all house fires 
were started by deep fat frying and crews 
attended kitchen fires every other day in 
the county. 

The service has now put together a list 
of safety precautions in a bid to prevent 
further incidents. Recommendations 
include using less oil, ensuring the pan 
does not overheat, never using water on a 
chip pan fire and investing in a smoke 
alarm. 


Bowel cancer awareness event 

HARLOW Central Library will be 
hosting a bowel cancer awareness 
day to highlight the importance of 
early diagnosis. 

The event takes place on Tuesday 
(February 26) and will provide 
information, advice and talks on 
bowel cancer, its symptoms and 
treatment options. 

Free to attend, it starts at 10am 
and runs until 4pm. 


Arson cops renew 
key witness appeal

DETECTIVES investigating the 
murder of a mother and her five 
children in an arson attack on 
their home have eliminated four 
potential suspects from their 
enquiries. 

Dr Sabah Usmani, sons Sohaib 
(11), Muneeb (9) and Rayyan (6) 
and daughters Hira (12) and 
Maheen (3) all died after the 
blaze ripped through their end- 
of-terrace home in Barn Mead on 
October 15 last year. 

The only person to survive the 
inferno was the children’s father, 
Dr Abdul Shakoor, who battled in 
vain to save his family from the 
flames before jumping from a 
first-floor window. 

Four men were spotted outside 
the house around the time of the 
fire and police last year launched 
a high-profile public appeal in a

bid to identify them. 

Earlier this week it was revealed 
officers had now eliminated the 
group from their investigations 
after they came forward. 

Police still believe the fire was 
started deliberately by burglars 
who broke into the house earlier 
the same night, and this week 
renewed their appeal for the pub¬ 
lic’s help in bringing those 
responsible to justice. 


Detective Superintendent Rob 
Vinson said: “We still need a 
teenager seen on a bike at the 
scene to contact us, or anyone 
else who knows who he is. 

“I am sure he will have spoken 
to people about the fire and what 
he saw and I need him to come 
forward so that we can eliminate 
him from our enquiries.” 

Detectives are still trying to 
contact two people who gave 
anonymous information to 
police back in November. One 
left a note in the Harlow branch 
of Boots, while the other called 
police from a phone box in the 
town centre. 

They are also trying to trace Dr 
Shakoor’s black Toshiba Satellite 
laptop, which was stolen from 
the house on the night of the fire.

Cyclist dies after colliding with railings 



A CYCLIST has died in hos¬ 
pital after being found seri¬ 
ously injured on the road¬ 
side in Harlow. 

The 36-year old man - who 
has yet to be formally iden¬ 
tified by police but has been 
named locally as Adam 
Jacobs - was discovered on 
the footpath near the 
roundabout at the junction 
of Peldon Road and Third 
Avenue at around 6.15am on 
Friday. 

He had sustained serious 
head injuries after appar¬ 
ently colliding with metal 
roadside safety railings and 
was unconscious when he 
was found by a passer-by. 

He was taken to hospital 
by ambulance but died later 
the same day from his inju¬ 
ries. 

Police are now investigat¬ 


ing the circumstances lead¬ 
ing up to the tragedy. 

Officers do not believe he 
was struck by a vehicle and 
are are appealing for any 
witnesses to come forward. 

His death has been report¬ 
ed to the Essex coroner and 
an inquest will take place in 
due course. 

More details will be 
released once the proceed¬ 
ings has been opened. 

Over the weekend friends 
and family laid floral trib¬ 
utes at the spot where Mr 
Jacobs was found. 

Witnesses or anyone with 
any information on the 
events leading up to the dis¬ 
covery of Mr Jacobs are

Junction route will 
blight lives of many 

SIR, The call for a new 
junction from Harlow to the 
Mil and its proposed route 
causes me grave concerns. I 
could not, therefore, support 
this route in its current form. 
There is only one route under 
consideration and that will go 
out to public consultation later 
this year. This proposed route 
would dissect Old Harlow and 
Churchgate Street, with the road 
running from the Mark Hall 
roundabout along Gilden Way/ 
Sheering Road to a point near 
Mayfield Farm and then across 
the countryside. 

This route would blight the 
lives of hundreds of local 
residents in East Park, The 


Oxleys, Mulberry Green, Gilden 
Way and, of course, Churchgate 
Street, with traffic backing up 
along Gilden Way and into Mark 
Hall. 

There are also the two schools - 
Mark Hall and Fawbert and 
Barnard - which would suffer 
from thousands of traffic 
movements 24 hours a day, with 
diesel fumes spilling into local 
communities.

If this proposed route gets the 
go ahead, subject to the 
Highways Agency granting the 
sighting of an additional 
junction on the Mil which up to 
now they have opposed, it 
would without doubt blight the 
lives of these residents who are 
already reeling from having 
1,100 houses forced upon them. 
The only solution to some of 
Harlow’s congestion, would be a 
northern bypass, not by turning 
a small country road into a 


jugganaut highway and thereby 
blighting the lives of so many 
people for ever.

Why does the Living 
Wage scare Tories?

Two-thirds of employers 
reported a significant impact on 
recruitment and retention 
within their organisation, while 
70 per cent of employers felt that 
the living wage had increased 
consumer awareness of their 
organisation’s commitment to 
be an ethical employer.

It 
certainly would give 
hardworking people more 
money to spend on goods and 
services and get our economy 
moving again.

Man knifed former 
girlfriend in street 


A MAN who stabbed his former 
girlfriend as she pushed her 
daughter’s buggy along a street 
in Harlow has been jailed for 
seven years. 

A judge described the attack by 
Sean McLaughlin’ on Stephanie 
Messenger (22) as “chilling and 
bizarre” - and branded him a 
danger to the public. 

Chelmsford Crown Court 
heard that McLaughlin broke 
open the door of Ms Messenger’s 
flat in Moorfield, Harlow, at 3am 
on July 28 last year. 

She tried to keep him calm and 
was able to leave the premises 
some six hours later with her 
21-month-old daughter under 
the pretense of having to go out 
and buy milk. 

But when she left the flat she 
was followed by the defendant 
who started yelling at her as he 
stalked her through the streets. 

When they reached Abercrom-

bie Way he became more aggres¬ 
sive, punching her several times 
before pulling out a knife. 

After holding it to her throat 
and cutting her chin, he stabbed 
her repeatedly, spattering blood 
onto her daughter’s buggy. He 
then left her bleeding on the 
roadside. 

She managed to flag down a 
car and was taken to Princess 
Alex-andra Hospital where she 
underwent an operation under 
general anaesthetic. 

Her baby daughter was unin¬ 
jured in the attack. 

On Monday, McLaughlin (32), 
of Spring Hills, Harlow, pleaded 
guilty to causing grievous bodily 
harm with intent. 

In mitigation, defence counsel 
Christopher Paxton said his cli¬ 
ent was remorseful, had no pre¬ 


vious convictions for violence 
and accepted his behaviour was 
appalling” 

Mr Paxton told the court 
McLaughlin had lost his brother 
and an ex-girlfriend in separate 
road accidents, which had a pro¬ 
found effect upon him. 

Jailing him for seven years and 
imposing a restraining order 
banning him from contacting 
Ms Messenger, Judge Rodger 
Hayward-Smith told the defend- 
ent: “You smashed your way 
through the door into her home 
in the early hours, you subjected 
her to questioning, you were try¬ 
ing to exert control over her, 
armed with a vicious-looking 
sharp kitchen knife. 

“Later outside in the street you 
shouted at her and eventually 
you punched her and stabbed 
her. Your behaviour during 
those hours I describe as 
bizarre.”

ling, bullying and violent behaviour on the part of 
this defendant towards Eystna. 

“Within a month of the relationship beginning, 
family members saw Eystna with bruising to her 
arm and within that bruising they saw the outline 
of knuckles.” 

On one occasion, police were called to find Ms 
Blunnie with visible bruising. She told officers the 
couple had argued ah night with McLernon say¬ 
ing: “The child is not mine. I could do better than 
you.” 

Late on the night of June 26, McLernon and Ms 
Blunnie had exchanged text messages. She was 


reluctant to meet him but he convinced her with 
“self-pitying messages designed to gain sympa¬ 
thy”, Mr Jackson said. 

McLernon, wearing a dark suit and tie, appeared 
to hang his head as Ms Blunnie’s father, Kevin, 
gave evidence yesterday (Wednesday). 

Describing his daughter, Mr Blunnie said: “She 
was happy. She was looking forward to having her 
first child. She was a family girl and she tried her 
best at everything she did.” 

The case, which is expected to last up to four 
weeks, continues.

Disgraced peer 
wins damages 
in police claim 


ESSEX police chiefs are considering an 
appeal after disgraced Conservative peer 
and former county council leader Lord 
Hanningfield was awarded £3,500 damag¬ 
es following his arrest by the force. 

The 72-year-old had claimed his detention 
during an investigation into the alleged 
fraudulent use of the corporate credit card 
while council leader of was unlawful and 
unnecessary. 

At London’s High Court on Friday, Mr 
Justice David Eady agreed, ruling that the 
Chief Constable of Essex Police had failed to 
meet the requirements of “necessity” for a 
summary arrest. 

Speaking after the hearing, a police 
spokesman said: “We are disappointed with 
the judgment and will be considering the 
merits of appealing the decision. 

“The decision to arrest is never taken 
lightly and we recognise the right of indi¬ 
viduals to challenge such decisions before 
the courts.”

The judge ruled that summary arrest was 
unecessary to ensure the “prompt and effe¬ 
ctive investigation” of Lord Hanningfield’s 
credit card expenses. 

“There was simply no solid grounds to 
suppose that he would suddenly start to 
hide or destroy evidence or that he would 
make inappropriate contact,” he said. “I 
can, therefore, see no justification for 
bypassing all the usual statutory safeguards 
involved in obtaining a warrant.” 

Lord Hanningfield had told the judge he 
was “traumatised” and almost had a break¬ 
down following his arrest and detention in 
September 2011. 

He had only been out of prison for a few 
days after serving nine weeks of a nine- 
month sentence imposed last July after 
being found guilty of false accounting in 
relation to his House of Lords expenses.

Thousands to lose 
council tax benefit 


THOUSANDS of hard-up house¬ 
holds in Harlow are poised to 
lose vital cash support as their 
council tax benefit is slashed. 

Harlow Council has written to 
more than 5,000 affected house¬ 
holds to warn of the impending 
changes, which will see low- 
income families forced to pay 
an extra £360 a year from April 1 
as the Government’s welfare 
reforms kick in. 

Under the new system, claim¬ 
ants of working age who are 
currently entitled to a 100 per 
cent rebate will be required to 
pay at least 24 per cent of their 
council tax bill from April 1 - 
almost £7 per week for a Band C 
property. 

Only pensioners will be 
exempt, with limited financial 
help also available for those 
who will genuinely struggle to

pay the required amount. 

Cllr Mike Danvers, Harlow 
Council’s cabinet member for 
resources, said: “We have had to 
take on the responsibility for 
council tax benefit from the 
Government but with £1.3m less 
funding. 

“This has meant the council 
has had to make some tough 
choices about who gets help and 
how much. 

“The administration, which 
has grave concerns about the 
impact on the most vulnerable, 
has tried to develop the fairest 
scheme possible within the 
funding available.” 

But Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
criticised the authority for fail¬ 


ing to introduce measures to 
protect the most vulnerable 
from the bulk of the cuts. 

“This is a difficult change 
because of the need to make 
savings, but many other author¬ 
ities have managed to maintain 
a full benefit scheme,” he said. 

“Labour councillors are now 
hiking parking fees, raising 
council tax, raising the budget 
for their own councillor allow¬ 
ances and they have closed 
down our Welfare Rights and 
Advice Centre. 

“All of these resources should 
have been focused on helping 
the families who will be affect¬ 
ed by these changes.”

The school is closed for half- 
term this week and will not 
reopen until Monday.

Two days later, firefighters 
were called out to another fire 
close to the school. The blaze 
at a workshop in Perry Road is 
not being treated as suspicious 
and the two incidents are not 
being linked.

ONE of the most shameful 
things I remember doing as a 
very young child was being 
rude to a German lady who 
was a secretary to the 
physiotherapist I had to see a 
number of times a week due 
to my problems with 
walking. 

This lady had been nothing but 
kind to me and had always made 
jokes and sometimes even given 
me sweets. So why did I behave in 
the way that I did? 

It was all because I had watched a 
series about the Nazi Holocaust on 
television. Suddenly the German 
adult who had befriended me 
became an enemy who I started to 
hate. 

Only last week I thought of this 
episode in my life as I travelled to 
Auschwitz with the Holocaust 
Educational Trust and a whole 
plane-full of young students from 
the east of England. Harlow was 
well represented, with two 
students from Harlow College and 
two from St Mark’s Academy. 

In a strange kind 
of way this visit for 
me was like a 
reverse pilgrimage 
- being able to see 
the extreme 
opposite of 
everything you 
believe that is 
good, kind and 
decent. A trip to 
Hell if you like, to 
understand evil at 
its very worst. 

As a Jew who had 
relatives in another 
concentration 
camp (Bergen 
Belsen), I have 
grown up with the 
Holocaust always 
in my cultural 
background. I have 
read about it, watched films about 
it, heard about it and visited the 
Holocaust Museum in Israel, 
known as Yad Vashem, on a 
number of occasions. 

I have never escaped it, in that it 
always remains lurking in the 
background of my consciousness 
and playing a formative part in my 
political make-up. So, in a strange 
way, going to Auschwitz 
represented a kind of relief, 
knowing that by visiting perhaps 
the most horrific place on Earth I 
would be able to slay some demons 
of my own and perhaps bring some 
kind of closure to the thoughts and 
feelings that I sometimes have. 

Seeing a restored Jewish 
cemetery just outside Auschwitz 
that had been destroyed by the 
Nazis was a cultural reminder of 
just how much Jewish life in 
Eastern Europe had been 
vanquished. 

In towns across Poland, Judaism 
had been vibrant until the rise of 
the Nazis. To walk round this 
cemetery and see headstones 
restored after the Second World 
War was a miracle in itself. It 
prepared us for what was to come. 

Auschwitz I is where the Devil’s 
sign Arbeit Macht Frei’ (Work 


U 

makes you free) is. As we walked 
around and went into the huts 
where artefacts were displayed, 
there is a sense that the Nazis ran 
it as if it were a series of conveyer 
belts in a factory. 

Prisoners arrived, had their 
possessions taken away, their hair 
cut and then many were sent to the 
gas chambers. In one hut we saw 
rooms full of human hair which 
the Nazis used to make textiles, 
rows of suitcases, piles of 
spectacles, even hundreds of false 
legs and arms that were seized. 

Then you come out of the huts, 
walk close to a gas chamber and 
you have another shock. Right 
opposite is the house of the camp 
commandant, Rudolf Hoess. A nice 
house that would have fitted well 
into a suburban setting, it is hard 
to believe that this man, lived 
there with his family whilst mass 
murder was being committed on 
his doorstep. 


The organisation of the camp 
was extraordinary. With all 
morality gone, evil had become a 
science. 

It was a very cold day when we 
visited Auschwitz. The 
temperature dipped to -5 degrees 
and it snowed constantly. But 
when we arrived at Auschwitz 
Birkenau I felt a much deeper chill 
right inside. I shuddered as if I had 
had a fright. This was the place 
where the Nazis killed 1.5 million 
Jews. 

We stopped at the gates and 
walked up a few flights of stairs of 
the first watchtower. You could see 
the whole vastness of Birkenau in 
front of you. The railway track that 
led into the camp, the platform 
covered in snow. Many long huts to 
the right and left. 

Coming down from the 
watchtower we went into the 
latrine hut. This was the most 
sought- after place for the 
prisoners to work: it was warm and 
they could have conversations with 
each other without interference 
from the camp guards, who never 
went near the latrines because of 
germs and disease. 

The second hut was where the 
prisoners were ‘accommodated’. 


Originally stables, each hut had 
around 1,700 prisoners or more 
with rows of diagonal-type bunk 
beds on top of each other. 

Prisoners were only able to lie on 
their side. Many of us have seen 
the pictures of these things, but it 
is hard to imagine what it is like 
seeing them in reality. 

Strangely for me, the part of 
Birkenau that had most effect was 
standing on the railway platform. 
The Nazis had to ensure the trains 
ran on time to Auschwitz from 
almost every destination in 
Europe. 

From Corfu to the Netherlands, 
Jews were squashed in cattle 
trucks without food or water and 
taken to this railway platform. 

When they got out of the train, 
they were put in ‘selection’. The 
fitter, healthier looking ones 
became prisoners for slave labour, 
the others taken to the gas 
chambers having been told they 
were going to have showers. 

When they walked into the 
shower huts, gas came through the 
roofs. The dead 
bodies were then 
taken by other 
prisoners to giant 
ovens where they 
were burned. 

I was on the 
railway platform for 
quite awhile. It 
made me 

uncomfortable and 
melancholic 
because I thought 
about what had 
gone on before. 

Who had walked 
over the ground I 
was standing on? 

I started to think 
that I really wanted 
to leave this awful 
place and go home, 
but there was more 
to see, particularly the memorial at 
the very end of the camp. 

Just before we left the camp there 
was a special service by the rabbi 
present. Some students read out 
poems before the rabbi said a 
prayer and blew the Jewish Shofar 
(a ram’s horn). I thought to myself 
how incredible it was that Adolf 
Hitler had determined to kill every 
Jew - and managed six million - yet 
here we were at Auschwitz- 
Birkenau, listening to a rabbi 
sounding a horn and saying a 
prayer. 

From the wretchedness of the 
Holocaust to the rebirth and 
survival of the Jewish people, if 
one thing Auschwitz teaches you it 
is not to hate Germans ... or 
anyone else for that matter. If not 
checked, hatred grows and grows. 

From demonisation to 
arginalisation to extermination, 
that is the story of genocide - not 
just during the Second World War 
but the world over. That is why I 
know I was so stupid in my 
behaviour to that German lady as a 
child. 

We can’t visit the sins of the 
fathers on the sins of the children. 
We must learn from the past but 
not live in it.

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Keeping an eye out for 
vulnerable neighbours 



H ELLO again to all our 
Star readers. I hope you 
have all managed to keep 
yourselves warm and safe 
during the recent bouts of 
very cold weather. 

I know that our police 
community support officers 
have been trying to visit as 
many vulnerable people as 
they can during the recent 
sub-zero temperatures. 

When we use the term 
‘vulnerable’ we often think 
of the elderly or people who 
are ill, but other factors 
such as debt, immobility, 
addiction, lack of social 
contacts and local family 
members can also put 
people more at risk. 

If you think a neighbour 
may be vulnerable at all, I 
would encourage you to 
check on them, speak to 
your local PCSO or contact 
either the council or 
ourselves. These are 
difficult times for many . 
Your help could ensure a 
neighbour is safe, warm and 
fed. 

O n the theme of keeping 
safe, I heard of an inci¬ 
dent in another part of 
Essex where someone was 
fooled into believing they 
were speaking to a police 
officer on the phone and 
gave away their bank 
details. 

I can assure you that a 
police officer would never 
ask your bank details over 
the phone. If someone says 
they are a police officer - 
even if they come to your 
home and appear to have 
uniform on - ask to see 
their ID, they won’t be 
offended. The same goes 
for anyone purporting to be 
from the ‘water board’ or a 
‘gas official’. 

Never let them into your 
property if you have the 
slightest doubt. If they 
knock on your door, ask 
them to put their ID through 
the letterbox. If they don’t, 
they may not be genuine 
and in this case call the 
police. 


Another safety tip is to 
always shred your bills and 
bank correspondence 
before putting them in the 
recycle bin. 

I t has been a very busy 
month for the neighbour¬ 
hood police team. We have 
continued reaching out to 
local organisations and 
groups and we are now 
keen to hear from you if you 
are involved in running 
youth groups and schemes. 

We have carried out a 
number of drugs warrants 
in the past three weeks. 
Addresses in Little Grove 
Field, Toddbrook and The 
Briars have been raided and 
we have seized 65 
grammes of cannabis and 
16 wraps of what we 
believe are hard drugs 
which are being analysed. 

Information from the 
community has been vital in 
obtaining these warrants. 
Thank you. 

P roblems of criminal 
damage around Joyners 
Field and Brockles Mead 
appear to have declined 
since our intervention - 
together with Flarlow 
Council’s community safety 
team - but we will continue 
to monitor the situation. 
Similarly, a slight rise in 
purse thefts around the 
town centre shopping area 
over the Christmas period 
has abated. 

Some excellent work by our 
town centre PCSOs has 
raised awareness amongst 


shoppers and is a tactic we 
will use again if we see a 
resurgence of thefts. 

W e are in the process of 
applying for anti-social 
behaviour orders on five 
Harlow residents - two 
adult men and three 
teenage males. 

ASBOs have received a 
little bit of a bad press over 
the past couple of years and 
indeed are being reviewed 
at Government level. If 
applied properly, however, 
they can be an effective 
way of combating those 
who make lives a misery. 

We are determined to get it 
right with these orders and 
the work is complex and 
on-going. 

W e will be carrying out 
cycle and tool-marking 
events at Pollards Hatch on 
Sunday (February 24) 
between 10am and midday. 

F inally, you may see the 
mobile police office 
around the town over the 
next month. We intend 
using this as much as 
possible as a base to patrol 
areas highlighted as 
needing our attention. If you 
see the mobile office, do 
pop by and speak to us.

Father’s anguish at 
son's drugs death 


A HEARTBROKEN father 
has criticised a local men¬ 
tal health trust after his 
son died from a drugs over¬ 
dose while in its care. 

Patrick Brennan was 
speaking at an inquest into 
the death of his son Liam, 
who was found dead on 
August 14 last year, just four 
days after his 29th birthday. 
He was living at a hostel in 
Northbrooks, Harlow, but 
was found in the room of 
another resident there. 

His father highlighted 
what he branded “inade¬ 
quacies” by North Essex 
Mental Health Partnership 
Trust, particularly in rela¬ 
tion to a telephone call that 
was made on August 13 but 
which did not receive a 
response. 

He told the coroner: “Had 
the call been returned, who 
is to say there might have 
been an interaction before 
Liam fell asleep? Or he may 
have been found earlier, 
either of which may have 
prevented his death and 
prevented us from being 
here today.” 

Mr Brennan, who lives in 
the Hoddesdon area and 
was attending with Liam’s 
mother Elaine, said it had

taken the family a long time 
to establish what had hap¬ 
pened because of the trust’s 
defensiveness and lack of 
transparency. 

Mr Brennan told the 
inquest, held in Chelmsford 
on Tuesday: “I’m afraid to 
say that there will be many 
more cases like this because 
I feel another young person 
like Liam will end up the 
same way and there’s little 
hope for them. 

“Nothing I have seen or 
heard leads me to believe it 
would be any different. 

“This is at a time when, 
perversely, we now have tel¬ 
evision adverts asking for 
us to be more understand¬ 
ing of mental health issues. 
That might perhaps start 
with the NHS itself.” 

The inquest was told Liam 
died from a drug overdose. 
Initially he was thought to 
be asleep but he was then 
confirmed dead. There 
were no suspicious circum¬ 
stances. 

Essex Coroner Caroline 
Beasley-Murray said Liam 
died from the fatal interac¬ 


tion of “a whole number of 
substances”. 

She said Liam had been 
diagnosed with mental and 
behavioural disorder due to 
multiple drug use and use 
of other psychotic sub¬ 
stances. He also had a men¬ 
tal depressive disorder. 

The inquest heard that in 
May last year Liam’s family 
were concerned a care plan 
was not going well. As a 
result he was offered a place 
by the mental health trust 
at the hostel in Northbrooks. 

Calls made to the trust on 
August 6 and 13 from staff 
at the hostel about Liam 
were not responded to as 
the case worker was off sick. 

Giving evidence, the 
trust’s area area director 
Harriet Carr-West said it 
was unfortunate that it 
wasn’t indicated the second 
call was urgent because a 
duty worker would have 
been available. 

She apologised that the 
call was regarded “as a 
more routine request when 
clearly it wasn’t”. 

The coroner, who record¬ 
ed an open verdict, said 
issues between the trust 
and family should be dealt 
with outside the inquest.

THE worlds of mortals and 
faeries collide at the Playhouse 
next week as the theatre 
stages a deliciously dark 
adaptation of Shakespeare's A 
Midsummer Night's Dream.

Sisters are a real scream 
in ghostly chiller thriller 



MAMA 

certificate 15,1h40m 

THINGS go bump in the night, repeatedly, in Andy 
Muschietti’s unsettling ghost story. 

The Argentinean director masterfully sustains 
tension for the opening hour of Mama , teasing us 
with glimpses of the titular spectre which runs 
amok in a frenetic finale. 

Fear of the unknown is far more powerful than 
anything the special effects wizards can conjure, 
so for the extended periods when we can hear or 
sense a malevolent force just off screen our nerves 
are stretched to breaking point. 

Once Muschietti reveals his destructive apparition 
in her gnarled, twisted glory and then proceeds to 
flesh out her convoluted back story, terror turns to 
incredulity. 

The film opens in 2008 as financial gloom 
pervades. Businessman Jeffrey (Nikolaj Coster- 
Waldau) kills his partners and his wife before 
taking his young children - Victoria (Megan 
Charpentier) and Lilly (Isabelle Nelisse)- for a drive 
into the mountains. The car skids off the icy road 
and an injured Jeffrey seeks sanctuary with the 
girls in a rickety cabin. 

Five years later, a tracker dog search party locates 
the two girls, who have been living wild in the 
cabin under the watchful gaze of an invisible 
presence they refer to only as Mama. 

Jeffrey’s twin brother Lucas is overjoyed that his 
nieces have been found safe and well, and he and 
rock guitarist girlfriend Annabel (Jessica Chastain) 
agree to provide a loving home to Victoria and Lilly. 
Child psychiatrist Dr Gerald Dreyfuss (Daniel Kash) 
expresses his desire to continue monitoring the 
children. 

“I didn’t get a chance to screw them up, they 
came that way,” Annabel jokes to one of her band 
mates, unaware of the dangers posed by the dark 
spirit that watches over the urchins. 

The fingerprints of executive producer Guillermo 
del Toro (The Devil’s Backbone , Pan’s Labyrinth) 
are all over Mama, which explores the power of 
otherworldly forces through innocent eyes. 

Danger lurks in every dimly lit corner of 
Muschietti’s film and he punctuates uncomfortable 
silences with edge-of-seat jolts. Suspense builds 


nicely before the anti-climactic blitzkrieg of death. 
Chastain lends gravitas to a potentially throwaway 
role as a surrogate mother who discovers her 
nurturing, parental instincts in the eye of a storm. 
It’s a solid performance, complimented by strong 
support from youngsters Charpentier and Nelisse 


as sisters who have been abandoned to a grim 
fate. 

But once the nefarious spirit emerges from the 
shadows the film falters, engineering a half-baked 
denouement that is both outlandish and peculiarly 
cathartic.

MORE homeowners than 
ever before are renting out 
their properties. 

The high costs of moving, 
the slowdown in the 
property market, the impact 
of the recession and the 
buy-to-let phenomenon 
have all contributed to 
homeowners deciding to 
rent out their home rather 
than selling it. 

Although some people are 
happy to carry out the 
rental procedure 
themselves, a good lettings 
agent can be worth their 
weight in gold if you’re 
thinking of becoming a 
landlord. 

Invite three rental agents 
round to assess your 
property and give you an 
estimate of the rent you 
could receive. It’s always a 
good idea to compare 
agents just to give yourself 
a feel for the market but 
don’t automatically opt for 
the cheapest one. 

When choosing an agent, 
experience and reputation 
is vital. It doesn’t have to 
be the best known name 
either; a small independent 
letting agent with years of 
experience will often go the 
extra mile for you, but 
beware of those offering 
excessively high rental 
estimates. They may take 
longer to rent your property 
and in the meantime you’ll 
still be paying the 
mortgage. 

A lettings agent will find you 
a tenant, do all the 
paperwork and manage the 
rental for you. They will 
charge for this, typically up 
to 15 per cent of monthly 
rent, and may also ask for a 
tenant-finding fee. Check 
charges carefully and make 
sure there are no hidden 
extras such as landlord 
charges for contracts, 
inventories, cleaning etc. 

If you decide not to use an 
agent, be aware that you 
will need to be able to sort 
out any problems, do all the 
leg and paperwork and get 
repairs done swiftly. 

Lettings agents are not 
regulated but the trade 
organisation, the 
Association of Residential 
Lettings Agents, is a good 
place to start.

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eking a punch

I N recent years there has been a 
lack of affordable cars that 
would make the average person 
look twice. Not so the Hyundai 
Veloster Turbo SE. 

It takes the somewhat unusual door 
layout of the known Veloster but 
adds a more prominent and 
aggressive set of bumpers, two 
fabulously huge central exhausts and 
side skirts to make teenagers weep 
with longing. 

It looks absolutely stunning. Where 
the common-or-garden Veloster is a 
bit lacklustre to look at, the Turbo 
SE strikes a blow at the heart of just 
about every other hot hatch on the 
market. Where else can you get this 
much visual wow factor for this 
much money? 

Large, two-finish alloy wheels and a 
larger, mouthier grille give it real 
attitude, which is then backed up by 
a new turbocharged 1.6-litre petrol 
engine under the bonnet. Pushing 
out a claimed 183bhp, the Veloster 
Turbo is among the lower-powered 
hot hatches on the market, but 
outright performance isn’t what the 
car is about. 

It’s designed as a usable everyday 
hot hatch and therefore has to tick a 
number of boxes. SE means Special 
Equipment and there’s plenty of it.

Leather seats with an embossed 
Turbo logo come as standard, along 
with an exceptionally clear sat-nav 
system operated through a seven- 
inch touchscreen interface. 

You also get a reversing camera, 
which is a boon because rear 
visibility isn’t the best. The 
navigation system brings an 
upgraded stereo system as well, with 
a more powerful amplifier and a 
subwoofer for deeper bass. 

The touch-screen makes the systems 
a joy to use and, combined with the 
way the Turbo SE drives, the 
‘everyday usability’ box is well and 
truly ticked. 

The four-cylinder engine is smooth 
from low revs, quiet and tractable 
thanks to a very broad spread of 


torque. It encourages a perfectly 
normal driving style, almost as if it’s 
pretending to be an i30 compact 
hatch. 

With only a few hundred miles on 
the odometer the engine feels a little 
tight, but it also feels like with a few 
more long trips under its wheels it 
will feel good for every bit of its 
claimed performance. It's fair to say 
it’s not the most aurally exciting 
thing, but when the revs rise towards 
6,000rpm there is a bit of a snarl. 
Hyundai has firmed up the 
suspension to give a more controlled 
ride and the Turbo SE does enjoy 
corners much more convincingly 
than the standard Veloster. 

The steering could do with a little 
more feel but it’s accurate and well 


weighted. It corners impressively 
flatly, though, adding a real sense of 
dynamism that's boosted by the 
well-bolstered seats that keep front 
seat occupants from sliding around. 
The left hand side of the car has two 
doors, the rear of which is designed 
to be as sleek as possible with the 
handle hidden in the black corner 
panel in the window area. The 
aperture is a little restrictive because 
of the heavily sloping roof, but 
children - for whom the rear seats 
are really intended - will have no 
problems. 

There are few optional extras, but a 
tilt and slide sunroof is available 
with any of the paint shades. For the 
first time Hyundai is offering matt 
paint, in a sort of military grey

colour and for a very reasonable 
cost. It looks perfect on the Veloster 
Turbo SE but is a little trickier to 
maintain than standard finishes. 
Efficiency was also high on the list 
of priorities for Hyundai in building 
this car. CO 2 emissions are pretty 
low at 157g/km and official tests 
have brought up 40.9mpg on the 
combined cycle. That’s good going 
for a car like this and it seems more 
likely to get close to its on-paper 
figures than a few of its rivals 
because of the way it generally 
encourages steady driving. 

Overall, it’s an undemanding car. 
You can stroke it along with the 
greatest of ease and get a swift pace 
up when the occasion calls, but 
dynamically it doesn’t ask too much 
of a driver. 

It’s exactly what it needs to be at 
this point in Hyundai’s future 
history, and it’s not a bad thing by 
any means. Very few cars will give 
the ownership satisfaction of 
something this bold-looking and yet 
so easy to get along with day to day. 
Its trump card is definitely the way 
it looks. Wow is a word that crops 
up often around it, and that’s a big 
pull to potential buyers’ hearts. The 
all-round ability and level of 
specification it boasts is more than 
enough to sway even the most level¬ 
headed customer’s mind, and the 
result is a convincing package.

GB selection no ‘four’ gone 
conclusion for Harlow ace

HARLOW 800metre ace Andrew 
Osagie was left to rue a fourth place as 
rival Michael Rimmer won a chaotic 
race at the British Athletics Grand 
Prix in Birmingham on Saturday. 

The result left his hopes of represent¬ 
ing Great Britain at the European 
Indoor Championships in Gothenburg, 
Sweden on March 1-3, hanging by a 
thread. 

There was carnage on the finish line 
as Rimmer and Sudan’s Abubaker 
Kaki collided, with both ending up in 
an unseemly heap. 

Osagie was uninvolved, but crossed 
the line behind third-placed Brit 
Mukhtar Mohammed in a season’s 
best 1:46.97 - well inside the qualify¬ 
ing time for Osagie. 

The former Burnt Mill School student 
whose family home is in Northbrooks, 
was at the rear of the field for the first 
two laps as American Matt Scherer set 
a blistering pace of 24.64 for the first 
200m and 50.77 for the second. 

The 24-year-old Harlow Athletic Club 
member finally injected a surge of 
power just before the bell for the final 
lap, but was unable to keep up with the 
leaders. His time was a season best but 
he was hugely disappointed to finish 
outside the top three after his heroics 
at the London Olympics. 

Osagie said: “It wasn’t as good as I 
wanted it to be. I’ve missed loads of 
training. Everyone went out quite fast 
but they couldn’t keep it up and kind of 


got in my way. 

“It’s one of those things in racing and 
it’s only my second race of the season 
and my first 800metres so I’ll learn 
from that and get in a better position. 

“The training is still missing as far as 
getting ready for the Europeans if I get 
selected.” 

There was an electric atmosphere at 
the National Indoor Arena in 
Birmingham - reminiscent of that 
during London 2012 - for the prestig¬ 
ious meeting, which was shown live on 
BBC1. 

Twice indoor 800m champion Kaki 
posed the greatest threat to Osagie on 


paper with a personal best of 1:44.81 
set in 2008, whereas the Harlow ath¬ 
lete’s fastest time was 1:46.53 set last 
year. 

But it was five-times British 800m 
champion Rimmer who dominated 
the race - and gained sweet revenge for 
a number of defeats against Osagie last 
season. 

Rimmer said of the finish: “I had 
nowhere to go, I had to get close and he 
(Kaki) dived in front of me. I had no 
choice but to put my hand out, I didn’t 
push him even though it looked like 
it.” 

Another familiar face in the race was 


the colourful Joe Thomas, who has a 
good pedigree indoors, winning the 
UK title three times. His 2012 outdoor 
season was ruined by a stress fracture 
to his shin. 

GB’s Gary Learmonth, who was fifth, 
had already clocked the UKA 
Gothenburg standard with 1:47.93. 

This meant the GB selectors had a 
headache over selection for the 800m 
in Gothenburg, with Osagie, Rimmer, 
Mohammed and Learmonth all hav¬ 
ing the UKA qualifying standard. 

The world’s best time for the 800m 
this year of 1:46.63 was set by American 
Lopez Lomong in a meeting in Seattle.

Osagie misses out on Great Britain selection 


ANDREW Osagie’s 25th birthday cele¬ 
brations on Tuesday were dampened 
after he missed out on selection for the 
Great Britain & Northern Ireland ath¬ 
letic team for the European Indoor 
Championships in Sweden. 

The 800m runner, from Northbrooks in 
Harlow, failed to get the nod only six 
months after he reached the final at the 
2012 London Olympics. 

Osagie will not be competing at 
Gothenburg between March 1 and 3 after 
Michael Rimmer, Mukhtar Mohammed 
and Joe Thomas were given the nod in 
the 800m. 

At the previous European Indoor 
Championships in Paris in 2011 he came 
fourth in 1:49.02. 

Osagie’s KO came after he finished in a 
disappointing fourth spot behind 
Rimmer and Mohammed in the 800m 
race at the British Athletics Grand Prix in 
Birmingham on Saturday (see report on 
page 78). 

Thomas booked his spot in Gothenburg 
after winning the 800m at the trial in 
Sheffield. 

His coach Craig Winrow told the Star: 
“He has had a sore niggle in his [right] 
knee in training but he would have been 
alright if he had been picked for the 
European Championships. 

“If you go out to race you put yourself on 
the line. As he had not run in the trial [at 
Sheffield] it then became a bit of a show¬ 
down [at Birmingham] on Saturday.

He added: “It can be very up and down. 
One minute you get to an Olympic final 
and the next time you are somewhere 
else. 

“That is the nature of sport. You cannot 
offer excuses.” 

“Everybody has to deal with stuff and I 
am sure Andrew is frustrated.” 

He added: “It is up to Andrew now and I 
am sure he will come back.” 

After a promising start to the new sea¬ 
son, Olympic Head Coach Peter Eriksson 
believes that if performances continue in 
the same vein, the Great Britain & 
Northern Ireland team are set for a suc¬ 
cessful championships. 

“I have been really encouraged by the 
performances so far by the team in 2013,” 
Eriksson said. 

“I’m sure this will continue at the 
European Indoors.” 

Although Osagie came last in this race 
at the London Olympics, he registered a 
personal (PB) time of lminute 43.77sec- 
onds, which would have been enough for 
him to have won the three previous 800m 
Olympic finals. 

Earlier in 2012, Osagie had won a bronze 
medal when he clocked 1:48.92 in the 
800m at the IAAF World Indoor 
Championships in Istanbul.

RAMS player-coach Billy Powell said that 
Harlow must aim to win the next two 
games to guard against the threat of rele¬ 
gation. 

Harlow remain 8th in the 12-team table 
after two late penalties from Danny 
Smith gave them a three-point victory in 
a tense match at Wanstead five days ago.
